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(57) Abstract: The invention describes 
a method for storing broadcast contents 
and a broadcast content storage system. 
A plurality of content categories (KAT1, 
KAT2) is pre-defined, each of which is 
defined or described by at least one content 
descriptor (OB 1, OB2). Broadcast contents 
transmitted over at least one broadcast 
transmission channel are received, preferably 
continually, or over pre-defined lengths of 
time. Received broadcast contents, which 
are described by a content descriptor (OBI, 
OB 2), are automatically assigned to the 
content category (KAT1, KAT2) defined 
or described by the corresponding content 
descriptor (OBI, OB2). The broadcast 
contents assigned to a content category 
(KAT1, KAT2) and the assignments of the 
broadcast contents to the corresponding 
content categories (KAT1, KAT2) are 
automatically stored. 
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
